Ceha Logan tells the following story : 
Many years ago, in what mav be called 
the earliest days of tho theatrical pro- 
fession in the United .States, Cornelius 
A. Logan was the manager of a company 
of strolling actors, 

They traveled from village to village 
in a large wagon which held the actors, 
their wives and children, "props," and 
scenery. They foraged along the coun- 
try roads, anil slept in the wagon, .and 
on the grass when they could get no 
other shelter. They traveled only in 
summer, and made merry over tho for- 
tunes of war. This included at various 
times, Ekbria Korrest, "Qua" Adams, 
doe Jefferson, tkarnej Williams, Mrs. 
John Pre w. Eliza Logan, Mrs. Burke, 
mother of Jefferson, a Scotchman, who 
is now editor of ono of the leading news- 
papers in California, and a poor utility 
man, the subjeet. of this article, by name 
Isaac Merritt Singer, the inventor of the 
sewing machine. 

1 1 o, in common with his wife, never 
got beyond what is technically known as 
"little bits." My father and Singer 
were one day sitting together, my moth- 
er near by, very- busy making over a 
dross, with a baby on hor knee, and a 
playbook on the table beside her. 

The poor utility man observed her for 
awhile, and then said he never saw a 
woman sewing without thinking what a 
boon it would be to the sex if something 
could be invented to relieve them of the 
labor ; that he had long had an idea in 
his head as to how it could be done. 
This remark led to coiwersation on the 
subject, and to Singer's explaining his 
ition, which, discouraged, he had 
given up. My father urged him to per- 
e, and fined with new hope, he took 
heart and went to work again. So great 
was his preoccupation that he was never 
perfect in a part after that. 

Like all inventors ho was looked upon 
as half crazy, particularly when he was 
caught slipping a spool from a lady's 
work basket into his jiockct, or furtively 
plucking the hairs out of an actor's wig. 
Arkwright himself was never put to 
greater shifts to obtain material to work 
with. Singer first set up a model of a 
machine to be worked with one foot 
only, but then to trouble about 

the treadle, and he abandoned that ; blit- 
he was fully determined to persevere, 
and ho left the company togive his whole 
time to experiments. 

As these (-vents transpired in tho ear- 
ly days of 1830, Howe, whose patent was 
ibtained till towards 1850, can hard* 
ly claim priority of idea. It is very 
probable that, had the poor utility man 
possessed the means to perfect his ideas 
when he conceived thom, he would have 
now tho undisputed title of inventor of 
bine.

I >( lei mining to adopt tho profession of 
his father ho taught for awhile at 1 1 art 
ford, and then went to the Now York 
Institute, where we find him as wo be- 
gin the story of the mission work. 

1 1 would bo interesting, no doubt, to 
follow him in all tho labors, and trials 
incident to the organization of a now 
work, but timo and spaco will not allow 
of a more extended history. 1 1 may be 
well, however, to speak a Httlo further 
of the connection of the (lallaudet fami- 
ly with tho interests of tho deaf and 
dumb. The Klder Gallaudet went to 
Europe in the year 1816 and bec|ime fa 
miliar with the sign language, at tho Im- 
perial Institute, Paris, thus preparing 
himself for tho work ho was about to 
undertako on tho western continent. Re 
turning to America ho brought with him 
Laun&t Clerc, an educated muto, who 
materially assisted him in the organiza- 
tion of the lirst school already mention- 
ed. This school prospe red quietly and 
tho attendance increased. Tho next in- 
stitution was founded in New York city, 
and so on until to-day thoro are nearly 
forty in tho entire Union alone. As al- 
ready niontioned tho iirst church mission 
was organized by one of tho sons of tho 
Elder (lallaudet. It remained for an- 
other son to become hu-gely identified 
with the higher education of the deaf 
and dumb, lulward M. Gallaudet, Ph. 
I>., LL. D., (for such is his name and 
title) founded the first college for them, 
w here advantages eipial to those enjoyed 
by their more favored brethren wero of- 
fered. This college is in full tide of 
prosperity, turning out graduates annu- 
ally, and conferring degrees tho same as 
other colleges. Over it he still presides, 
assisted by an able corps of professors. 

THI WORK JIKRE AND IN THE WEST. 

As heretofore mentioned, tho Mission 
has been already extended so as to om- 
braco a portion of tho west. For the 
present, and for want of men and means 
tho work will bo confmod to Chicago, 
Detroit, Cloveland, Milwaukee, Jackson, 
(I rand Itapids and Flint. As time pro- 
gresses and persons aro found who will 
willingly dovoto their time to the work, 
Missions will bo established in ovory 
principal city and every endeavor put 
forth to reach the deaf and dumb, where 
ever they can be found, and throw around 
them the iniluoncos of tho church. Ow- 
ing to prossure of dutios at tho east in 
connection with the work of his own 
parish, Dr. Gallaudet bai been unable 
for years past to travel and look after the 
interests of the mission at a distance 
But the difficulty is now in a fair way 
to bo obviated in the engagement of two 
assistants who will attend to the work in 
his absence. As is now well understood, 
it is tho Doctor's intention hereafter to 
travel more e x tejisively , for the purpose 
of organizing and giving force CO the 
work that has thoroughly enlisted the 
sympathies of his heart.
